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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments and amendments have 
been considered, however they do not place the claims in condition for allowance. In particular, the applicant has not overcome the 
outstanding 103 rejection on claims 1-5,8-9. Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of claims 7 and 11. Applicants argue 
that the claimed elements are not taught, suggested, or disclosed by the cited references. However, claims 7 and 1 1 were included in the 
previous 103 rejection so the claim limitations have been discussed in previous rejections. In particular, the 10/29/07 rejection on page 4 
lines 2 and 13 recite ranges of PEG that overlap with the claims of the instant invention (see also page 5 lines 1-4). The examiner has 
previously recited motivation (page 4 last paragraph) for obtaining the polypeptides. Applicants argue that the instant invention minimizes 
the decrease in the biological activity and increases the in vivo stability of the polypeptides. The arguments are not found persuasive since 
the claims are drawn to a product and the properties/intended use recited are to an unclaimed feature. Further, the intended use does not 
result in a structural difference and does not limit the claim (see MPEP section 21 1 1.02 II). 
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
